Henry Winters, manager of the 
association, says that something 
over $150,000 is being paid out 
now to members of the association, 
with these members receiving an 
amount equal to about twice what 
they have invested in the associa- 
tion packimg house. 

Total price agreed on by the as- 
sociation and the federal govern- 
ment is $196,033 for the citrus 
house and equipment; another 
$10,000 will be added to this fig- 
ure for ‘personal property” items 
such as boxes, hand trucks, 
and similar equipment. 

Winters states that approxi- 
mately 20 per cent of the govern- 
ment payment is being held back 
at present to cover association 
bills and also to cover any taxes 
that might have to be paid upon 
final clarification of the associa- 
tion’s tax position. 

Present plan is to completely 
clear up the deal and dissolve the 
Tule River Citrus association by 
the end of the year.

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BROWN ROT GUMMOSIS CONTROL COMES 
FROM PROPER TREATMENT: RESISTANT 


ROOT ST

VISALIA, Aug. 28 — Brown rot 
gummosis continues to be a major 
disease affecting citrus trees in 
Tulare county. During the past 
season many citrus trees in Cen- 
tral California have been weaken- 
ed or lost because of this fungus 
disease. Fortunately, if brown rot 
gummosis is discovered in time, 
the tree can be treated and cured. 

The causal agents connected 
with brown rot gummosis are pri- 
marily Phytophthora species. Since 
these organisms thrive under hu- 
mid conditions, it is important to 
expose the trunk and upper por- 
tions of the crown roots to the air 
by removing soil and trash that

tends to accumulate about the base 
of the tree. 

All gum exudations on the low- 
er trunk should receive attention. 
When there is any doubt as to the 
reason for the gumming a small 
slice of bark should be removed 
beneath the gum, If the bark is 
discolored and the wood stained,

“PORTERVILLE, Aug. 28—Con- 
struction of a pilot sea water con- 
version plant will be started by the 
Southern California. Edison com- 
pany around the first of the year, 
it was announced this week by 
Roscoe R. Sparks, Edison district 
manager in Porterville. 

The conversion plant will be lo- 
cated adjacent to the company’s 
Mandalay Steam station, near Ox- 
nard; the plant will be used to 
study the practicability of taking 
partially spent steam from the last 
stages of a steam turbine and util- 
izing the remaining heat to evap- 
orate sea water under varying con- 
ditions so as to produce potable 
water.
